a. Several meetings with the political figures of CAPSTAN were held, with 
the primary points of discuseion at these listings the military section and the 
information-propaganda section mentioned above.

forwarded to Headquarters soon. It is tentatively planned to meet with 
again in Berlin in the latter part of May to farther debrief him of operational 
intelligence he may have regarding Lithuania and to discuss his plan to penetrate 
Lithuania.
